Printed  in  the  lower  left  corner  of  this  card  is  the  name  of 
the  store  that  -sold  the  post  card:  “VAN  BERGEN’S  STATIONERY  STORE,  CAR¬ 
BONDALE,  PA.”  When  passenger  serviceon  the  Gravity  Railroad  was  inaugurated  in  1859, 
Farview  Park,  a  stop  along  the  Gravity  Railroad,  quickly  became  a  popular  tourist  at¬ 
traction.  Thousands  of  passengers  rode  the  rails  to  Farview  Park  where,  from  atop  the 
Moosic  Mountain,  they  picnicked  and  enjoyed  the  scenery.
